Sup p ose we had the Angel 
Gabriel as a food czar, the chief 
executive remarked.

p eop le at the p resent cost? 
Favor Growing More 
Sure, he went on, we all favor 
growing 
more

Describing what he meant by

Fresh 
peas 
and 
potatoes— 
creamed or otherwise—have been 
served on tables of many Lincoln 
families for several days, victory 
garden experts at the University 
of Nebraska college of agriculture 
said Friday in reply to an edi­ 
torial in The Star Thursday which 
wondered w hat has happened to 
the "delicacy.” 
J. E. Lawrence, editor of The 
Star, recalled the delight of sit­ 
ting down to a serving of piping 
hot creamed potatoes and new 
peas. He said in his editorial that 
a report of such bountiful and 
delicious 
servings 
would 
make 
much better reading than reports 
of food shortages. 
The gardeners at the college 
said hundreds of families in Lin­ 
coln started having this "delicacy” 
about June 7 and have had many 
a helping almost daily since that 
time. In fact, the pea season is 
practically over with now in the 
city 
and 
surrounding 
territory 
The late peas did not amount to 
much this year but the early ones 
were great, Mr. Lawrence was 
notified. 
Use New Potatoes 
As for the potatoes, the early 
. * ;tory gardeners or the ones who 
like to “peek” under the vines, 
started using new potatoes a cou­ 
ple of weeks ago. Of course, the 
\ 
spuds at that time were a little 
on the small egg-like or gravy 
size but tasted good nevertheless. 
S ce that time, the potatoes 
have grown both above and below 
the ground luxuriantly in most 
cases 
One 
northeast 
Lincoln 
victory gardener has been pick­ 
ing 100 pounds of new potatoes 
per 150 feet row this past week 
and selling them. They command 
a good price and the demand is 
good. 
So, when Mr. Lawrence dreams 
again of peas and creamy pota­ 
toes on a hot early summer day 
such as Friday, he can be a.ssured 
that plenty of families already 
have had such "delicacies” for 
many a day—and, probably would 
willing to share some w’ith

British airmen will give Italy “a 
hammering such as no country has 
ever received before” came today 
from Edward Kennedy, veteran 
Associated Press foreign corres­ 
pondent, after a tour of war 
coverage unparalleled in the Mid­ 
dle Eastern and north African 
theaters. 
Kennedy holds a record as the 
only newspaperman who covered 
the Middle Eastern and north Afri­ 
can wars from the time the first 
shot was fired by Italy in 1940 
until the last German surrendeed 
after Tunis and Bizerte fell. 
He 
gave his views after returning on 
his first vacation since before the 
war. 
Conditons Perfect. 
“Conditions are perfect for giv­ 
ing the Italians a terrific pasting 
from the air,” he said. “The sk ies 
are so blue, with few clouds and 
no fog. that the amazing American 
bombsight is operating with un­ 
canny accuracy. 
Distances are 
short, enemy 
resistance is light 
and allied casualties are compara­ 
tively few. The United States ah 
forces have done a Job of bombing 
that has been uneq ualled in this 
war. 
“In my opinion, the African 
campaign was not a second front. 
It was a first front, for it k ept the 
Mediterranean open, ex posed the 
ax is’ Archllles Heel—Italy—to at­ 
tack , and established a shelf of 
aggression 2,500 miles long from 
which 
a death 
blow can 
be 
launched at the ax is. 
A large, 
well-trained force is ready and 
they have terrific supplies.”

M eeting To Be Held 


In preparation by City Clerk 
Berg for mailing to all haulers of 
g arbag e, is a letter setting out the 
provisions of an ordinance re­ 
cently passed by the city council 
having to do with the collection 
by housewives and the hauling by 
g arbag e men of metal cans, for 
conversion into war supplies. 
The letter is the second 
such 
communication that the haulers 
will receive. 
“Soliciting earnest co-operation” 
by the haulers, points out three 
“important prohibitions” set up in 
the ordinance as follows; 
Rules Listed. 
Mixing or placing metal cans in 
g arbag e is contrary to law. 
To collect, haul or convey any 
g arbag e, ashes, refuse, or other 
materials containing metal cans, 
knowing ly , is prohibited. 
To unload on the dumping or 
disposal 
g round 
any 
g arbag e, 
ashes, refuse, or other materials 
containing metal 
cans 
also 
is 
banned. 
The letter will also desig nate a 
common disposal depot for metal 
cans, the location of which Di­ 
rector D. L, Erickson, at the (>rder 
of the council, was 
determining 
Friday afternoon. It was believed 
likely the site will be opposite 
1001 North Ninth street. 
Preliminary announcements by 
Mrs. Lena Wilhelmy , can salvag e 
chairman, have been to the effect 
that collections by haulers would 
be once a month, on the last 
Saturday , beg inning with June 26. 
Obstacles Seen. 
That this plan will be carried 
out was not at all certain Friday , 
information being to the effect 
that many of the haulers cannot 
follow that schedule because of 
previous commitments. Mrs. Wil­ 
helmy , therefore, has advised the 
civilian 
defense 
council 
public 
relations office that householders 
will have to make arrang ements 
for themselves as to when to 
place cans at the curbs for the 
haulers to pick up. 
However, Art Perry , represent­ 
ing the haulers’ association, ad­ 
vised that the cans be taken to 
the curbs tomorrow, when all 
haulers who can do so will pick 
them up. Meanwhile, Mr. Perry 
will confer with Mrs. Wilhelmy 
and insist she attend on Tuesday 
nig ht a meeting of the haulers 
and work out a solution of the 
problem that will be “satisfactory 
all iround.”
